Much to the de delight of County 
Commissioner Paul Rardin and 
Road Supt. J. K. Baker, Kraemer 
Island. bridge has ‘been found. 
Maybe you didn't know it had 
been lost. But;'it was lost on the 
night of Aug 26 during the hur- 
ricane—when more than $3,000 
worth of héart pine lumber dis- 
appeared. 

Mr. Baker found the bridge 
this week after. searching for 
several days. It was located from 
a plane in a willow slough about 
4,000 feet from where it had 
been built a little more than a 
year ago. Now, the problem is 
to get the timbers out of the 
Willow slough back across part 
of Lake Okeechobee to its orig- 
inal mooring: place where it serv- 
ed many folks who farm and live 
on the Island. 

Mr. Baker is scratching his 
head in an effort to figure out 
some plan to salvage the bridge. 
Up to now he is talking about a 
barge, dragline, boat and sundry 
other pieces of ‘machinery for the 
job. A little more time and he 
will work out some sort of a 
plan to do the job.

Ot Rock Fills 


Federal Levee 


40,000 yards of rock have been 
pumped into the:gaping slashes on 
the government levee south of the 
Richlands pump house just off Ba- 
com Point Road. The destruction 
of the 4,000 feet of levee came 
about on the night of the August 
26th hurricane and government 
engineers have been busy since the 
day following the hurricane repair- 
ing the damage. 

The levee was finished around 
the east and south shore of Lake 
Okeechobee in 1934 and not since 
that time had there been any ap- 
preciable damage done to the grent 
Pile of rock until the big blow of 
1949. People had grown to have 
implicit faith in the structure 
which came about as an after- 
math of the visit of a Republican- 
elect president — Herbert Clark 
Hoover. 

This week the engineers through 
the assistance of a Hendry Corp- 
oration dredge and many draglines 
completed the placemént of 40,000 
yards of ground rock into the 
weakened spots. A new plan for 
this area is to be tried out by the 
engineers to reinforce the. soft 
rock which has,been piled into and 
over the badly torn places of th» 
levee—cement will be mixed into 
the top six inch layer of rock— 


disced into it and then wet down ` 


to await settling and hardening 
action. 

For a distance of 4,000 feet 
south from the Richlands pump the 
new rock is piled high above the 
old levee height. The, Wright Con- 
struction Company of. Fort Laud- 
erdale has been awarded-the con- 
tract of mixing the cement into the 
rock and putting the finishing 
touches to the repair work. Citi- 
zens who live behind the great pile 
of rock—and expect it to protect 
them from the raging wáters of 
Lake Okeechobee at hurricane time 
-—will watch the experiment witn 


a cautious. eye. Of course, they. 


will wish suécess for the experi- 
ment and at the same time keep 
their auto tanks full of gas in case 
another hurricane heads straight 
into this area.

When neighbors investigated a 
noise at Mrs. Rawls! home and 
found Mr. Rawls wounded on.the 
floor they called in Police Chief 
Morgan ànd Dr. Emil J. Graham 
who rushed the wounded man to 
the Pahokee Hospital -After an 
investigation by State and county 
officers the case was termed “at 
tempted suicide.” 

Mr. Rawls, a veteran of World 
War I, has been of ill health for 
several years and has spent much 
time in veterans hospitals at Bay 
Pines and Miami. In the past few 
years he has been engaged in the 
barbering trade when not’ being 
treated at a hospital.

Assess Citrus For 
Operation: Of Mutual 


LAKELAND—An assessnient óf 
three-fourths of one cent per box 
was set last Friday by Florida 
Citrus Mutual directors to raise 
the money for the organization’s 
operations in the 1949-1950 season. 
Directors also adopted a tentative 
budget of $400,000, which includes 
a reserve fund for unexpected con- 
tingencies in addition to finances 
needed for normal operations in 
the season. 

Authorization was also granted 
by the directors for Mutual to ob- 
tain a bank loan to meet current 
expenses until the money from as- 
sessments. begins to be collected 
in the Fall. 

Mutual now has 77 per cent of 
the state crop signed on its con- 
tracts. The 1949-1950 crop is esti- 
mate dto be about 99,000,000 boxes 
in size, which means that Mutual 
will be able to assess about 60,- 
000,000 boxes.

“ST. AUGUSTINE-—1a aii effort 
to bring all ten National 
Guatd units up to néar-authorized 
streügth, Florida is joihing with 
other states in a major recruiting 
campaign which is scheduled to 
start this week. 

Although Florida currently 
boasts its largest National Guard 
in history, an effort will be made 
to recruit at least .700 additiona! 
members during the two-month 
drive which ends November 19. 

The present strength of the 
Florida military is 5,295 officers 
and men, of which 4,929 are in 
ground troops and 365 are-airmen. 
|Prior to World War II the National 
Guard had 3,941 in the state. 

Florida ranks 17th in compari- 
son of authorized strength with 
one other 47 states, District of 
Columbia and the territories. It 
was one of the first to have a fuliy 
organized ‘regiment. 

A special effort will be made 
during the campaign to enlist 
students in the upper grades of 
high school and in junior colleges.

Frozen Orange Juice 
Is Becomirig Popular 


TAMPA — Popularity of frozen 
concentrated orange juice is in- 
creasing so fast it may soon be 
listed as the national fruit drink. 
To keep Americans supplied with 
enough frozen juice, between 9 and 
10 million gallons of orange juice 
were packed during the 1948-1949 
Citrus season, according to figures 
compiled by American Can Com- 
pany. The company's plant here is 
a major supplier of the six-ounce 
cans in which the greater part of 
the frozen concentrated orange 
juice pack goes.to market. 
.With the demand for juice in 
this form increasing so rapidly, 
conservative estimates place the 
pack for the 1949-1950 citrus sea- 
son a 20 million gallons. Since one 
box of oranges: p 
of concentra! 
would make of 25 to 30 per 
cent of Florida's orange crop and 
would require thé equivalent of 
400 million six-ounce cans. 

An indication of how rapidly 
America's taste for frozen concen- 
trated juice is growing is indi- 
cated by the fact that the first 
pack of the new product, made 
five years ago, totaled only 225,- 
000 gallons. I 

Another Florida product rapid- 
ly gaining favor with a fruit juice 
conscious nation is frozen concen- 
trated grapefruit juice, which is 
newer to the market than orange 
juice.

Sales Tax Passed 
Levying Three Pet. 


TALLAHASSEE — Here is a 
summary of the sales tax bill pass- 
ed by the house Wednesday in the 
form in which it came up for de- 
bate on final passage. 

Covered by the 3 per cent thx 
are: 

ALL SALES of goods at retail, 
with certain exemptions listed be- 
low. 

LEASE OR RENTAL of goods, 
except motion picture films, where 
lease or rental of such goods is an 
established part of the business. 

GOODS BOUGHT by persors 
from outside the state and brought. 
in for their-own use. 

STORAGE of goods within the 
state for any purpose other thar 
retail sales. 

ALL ROOM RENTALS in hotels 
&partménts, rooming houses, tour- 
ist or trailer camps, except for 
permanent residents (defined as 
those ‘who have lived in the same 
hotel, apartment, rooming house or 
tourist court for more than six 
month). ` 

ALL ENTERTAINMENT ad- 
missions over 40 cents. 

Exempted from the tax ame the 
following; under amendments a- 
dopted by the house: 


CLOTHING items costing up to 
$10. z . 

MEDICINES, including both 
Prescriptions and household rem- 
edies in common .usé, as determ- 
ined "by the state board of health. 

THESE SPECIFIC ITEMS: 
canned foods, fresh meats, curei 
meats not otherwise processed, 
fresh fruit and fruit juices, fresh 
vegetables, grits, eggs, meal, mak- 
ing powder, soda, flour salt, pep- 
per, milk and milk products, cot- 
fee, tea, lard and shortening, oleo- 
bargarine, butter, bakery products, 
fish and other seafoods, cocoa, 
cigaretts, alcoholic beverages, beer, 
ice sugar, syrup, poultry, soap and 
soap powders and detergents, fue! 
oil, caskets, Irish and sweet po- 
tatoes, frozen foods, baby foods, 
dried or cured vegetables and 
fruits, honey, citrus fresh and pro- 
cessed. 

ALSO EXEMPT are profession- 
al, insurance or personal service 
transactions, such as dry cleaning 
and barbering; all sales by or to 
the United States, State of Florida 
or any county or municipality. 

OTHER EXEMPTIONS include 
automobiles, newspapers, school 
books and school lunches and 
motor fuel; ships, nets and fish- 
ing supplies; cheesecloth used in 
raising shade leaf tobacco; farm 
machinery and equipment used in 
plowing, cultivating and harvest- 
ing. 

ALSO SPRAYS, machinery and 
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equipment used in raising citrus; 
pari-mutuel track admissions; 
meals costing less than $1; relig- 
ious paraphernalia; sales of live- 
stock, poultry and other farm pro- 
ducts direct from the farm by the 
producer; seeds, feeds and fertii- 
zer. 

The sales tax bill 14 scheduled to 
become effective Nov. 1. There will 
be no tokens for odd cent sales. 


On sales of less than one dollar, 


the following tax brackets are pro- 
vided: 

Items costing less than 9 cents 
are exempt. 

Items from 9 to 40 cents inclus- 
ive will have a 1-cent tax. 

From 41 to 70 cents, the tax 
will be 2 cents. 

From 71 cents to $1, the tax will 
be 3 cents. 

On sales above $1, 3 per cent will 
be charged on each dollar.

Lake Okeechobee 
Will Get Big Slice 
For Water Control 


TALLAHASSEE — Lake Okee- 


chobee, lying virtually in the cent 
er of a vast water control area, 
will require the largest amount of 
money, $59,084,000, of any of the 
13 units the $208,000,000 flood con- 
trol plan. 

"The necessity for such a large 
expenditure around Lake Okeecho- 
bee becomes vividly apparent," ac- 
cording to Col A. G. Matthews, 
chief engineer of the State Di- 
vision of Water Survey and Re- 
search, "when the interested ob- 
server realizes the lake's terrific 
death potential in time of hurri- 


cane, its importance in flood relief || 


and water conservation to such 


tributary areas as the Kissimmee ||} 


Valiey, Lake-Istokpoga, Fisheating 
Creek the Caloosahatchee Valley, 
657,000 acres of rich Everglades 
farm country, . Martin 
Palm Beach County, and the Ever- 
glades Water Conservation areas. 

"In fact, ‘Matthews asserted, 
“Success for most of the plan lies 
in the securing, the retaining, the 
discharging, and the efficient man- 
agement of the waters flowing in 
and out of Lake Okeechobee.” ' 

The major share of that money 
is to be spent, on the gigantic task 
of moving over 89,000,000 cubi- 
yards of earth, in, improving ap- 
proximately 63 miles of canal and 
river channels, 83 miles of old 
levees, and the building of 77 miles 
of new levees. 

Thé canal work will consist of 
improvements to the St. Lucie Can- 
al, and channel work on the Ca- 
loosahatchee River. 

The new levees on the north- 
west side of the lake begin at Fiah- 
eating Creek and run to the Kis- 
simmee River. The old levee pro- 
tects the northern tip, and.a new 
levee will guard 20 miles of the 


northeast shoreline from Nubbins |! 


Slough to the St. Lucier Canal. 
From there the 83 miles'of the oid 
levee stretches clear around the 
east and south side of the lake. Im- 
provement and strengthening is 
planned for the present levees. 
Dams and control structures on 
the Caloosahatchee River and the 
St. Lucie Canal will cost $7,755,- 
000, Twelve highway and railroad 
‘bridges in the area will have to be
